At this time the founda­ 
tion for the year's work is laid, and if 
it be crippled by irregular attendance 
the pupil falls behind in bis work, be­ 
comes discouraged, tails 
in 
one or 
more branches, and soon finds himself 
ready to discontinue 
Id s 
education, 
with little thought or care for the fu­ 
ture. 
Supt. Kayman, when seen by a News 
Review representative today, express­ 
ed himself as being very anxious 
to 
have the children of the local schools 
start in and attend regularly. 
Many 
parents are of the 
opinion 
that 
a 
day’s absence 
now 
and 
then 
will 
amount to little, but this is a most 
erroneous idea, since 
the Interest in 
the work is not 
sustained. 
Observa­ 
tion and experience teach that 
over 
90 per cent of tin* pupils who attend 
regularly win their promotion 
every 
year. 
Then. too. regular attendance is just 
as important, and even more so in the 
first year’s work as iii any, because 
with the new experience the child ac­ 
quires habits of regularity which fol­ 
low him through the entire course and 
ultimately through life. The school au­ 
thorities are especially anxious that 
the parents 
shall 
give 
the matter 
their most careful consideration, and 
see to it that their children are 
in 
school every day. and then they can 
reasonably expect good results. 
The last compulsory education law 
passed by the general assembly of this 
state 
provides 
that “Every 
parent, 
guardian 
or 
other 
person 
haying 
charge of any child between thP ages 
of S and 14 years shall send such child 
to a public, private or parochial school
